Empowered by the Holy Spirit they received on the 
day of Pentecost in Jerusalem, they took the gospel to 
Rome. Apostle Paul had heard of the churches in Rome 
but he had never been there. He had heard about their 
faith and expresses joyfully his desire to see them face 
to face. 

Paul is intelligent and articulate and like a skilled 
lawyer presents relevant facts about the gospel clearly 
and forthrightly in this epistle to the believers in Rome. 
Paul emphatically stresses that all had sinned and there 
is no way apart from Christ to be saved from sin’s: 
consequences. Salvation is available to all. We are 
saved by grace through faith in Christ. The faith that © 
Christ shed His blood on the cross for our sins only 
helps us to accept His gracious offer of forgiveness. 
No matter how hatd we try to live good and moral 
lives, we cannot earn salvation. God in His wonderful 
love offers us eternal life. It is a gift from our loving 
heavenly Father. Paul explains this in the third, fourth 
and fifth chapters.

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REVIVAL IN CHURCH 
AN EXHILARATING TESTIMONY 


I was born in a small hamlet called Maravanvilai 
near the village of Pitchivilai close to Tirachendur 
town. Twenty years ago, only a few elderly women 
and young children used to participate in the Church 
services. We used to celebrate Christmas, New Year 
and Easter by wearing new clothes, cooking, serving 
and eating sumptuous dinners. In the evening we 
would all pile up onto vehicles and go to the cinemas 
in Tiruchendur town or arrange for screening of movies 
in the village itself. During the annual feast called 
‘Asanam’ usually held during the summer months, 
friends and relatives who had gone to work in the city 
from the village, would return to the village for 
festivities. Liquor would flow freely. Naturally there 
would be brawls after the festivities were over. Even 
those who came to celebrate Christian festivals would 
have no knowledge about Jesus Christ. Children never 
used to show much eagerness in learning about Christ 
in their scripture classes at school. 


I did not pay much attention to studies. I was just 
thinking that Jesus Christ too was one of many gods. 
After finishing school I went to cities like Mumbai, 
Chennai, Coimbatore and Madurai in search of a job. 
I found work with Tamil newspapers such as 
Dinakaran and Malai Murasu, but I left soon after 
quarrelling with the management. I was unable to find 
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astable job anywhere, Finally, inthe year 1988 | found 
job as a Security Officer with Sun Paper Mills in 
Cheranmadevi. | was 23 years old, The job was not 
well paid. I began to feel depressed during those days, 
I was insecure about my future, Addicted to movies, | 
often watched 3 shows a day, I got addicted to smoking 
too. Then I began to read the Tamil Christian monthly 
magazine ‘Varugaiyin Thoothan’ which my friend Mr. 
M. Savarimuthu subscribed to. I read a testimony that 
the magazine carried in one of the issues. A woman 
who was living an immoral life met a pastor who 
explained to her about the love of Jesus Christ. She 
received Jesus into her heart and started living a new 
life in Him. She began to serve God. But in a few 
years she contracted a dreadful disease and died but 
by then she had won many souls to Christ. The pastor 
who had won the lady to Christ was at her side when 
she died saying, ““You have won more souls to the 
Lord in a short span of ministry than I have done over 
a long period.” When I read this story in the magazine 
I began to shed tears. I felt some thing like a surge of 
electricity enter my body. I could not control my tears. 
When I shared this with my friend Mr. M. Savarimuthu 
in the evening, he told me “The Holy Spirit is working 
in you.” I began to wonder how the Holy Spirit could 
start working in a person who was addicted to various 
vices and who did not even attend church. But I started 
reading the scriptures. I began to develop an.intense 
dislike for cigarettes and smoking. From being a movie 
addict I began to hate the sight of television. 
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| participated in the kabaddi competition during 
the annual sports meet at Sun Paper Mills, During a 
same, Lsustained injuries to my abdomen and fainted, 
| was admitted to the hospital in a eritical condition, 
Ihen | was referred to the emergency department at 
the Palayamkottai Government General Hospital, The 
same night the doctors prepared to operate on me to 
save my life. When I was writhing in agony I cried 
out to God. Then I became unconscious. I did not know 
what happened to me the next two days. I was in the 
Intensive Care Unit for six days. Then I was transferred 
(o the General Ward. I continued to be in the hospital 
for two more weeks. Many preachers came to the 
hospital to pray for me. They gave me Christian books 
and tracts. My sadness began to disappear. | became 
happy. I began to read the scriptures in depth after I 
was discharged from the hospital. I read the teachings 
of Jesus Christ in the Gospel of John. I read of His 
suffering on the cross and I cried. I confessed my sins 
to the Lord and I dedicated myself wholly to Him. 


I went to my church and shared my conversion 
experience. When I was asked to pray I prayed from 
the bottom of my heart. The power of the Holy Spirit 
took hold of me. My faith increased by leaps and 
bounds. I confessed that there was a God and that He 
was Jesus Christ. I started believing that every verse 
from the Bible was the truth. I found true joy. I was 
eager to share my new found joy with my church 
congregation, my friends and my relatives. We 
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organized fasting prayers and all-night prayer meetings 
at our church. We also organized regular cottage prayer 
meetings and annual revival meetings. Many people 
came to know the Lord through these meetings. People 
who did not know how to pray started praying. 

I felt the same way as King David did when he 
said, “It is good for me that I have been afflicted, that 
I your learn may statutes.” (Psalm 119:71) and “Before 
I was afflicted I went astray: but now have I kept thy 
word.”
